A manifelt inſtance of the which fell out of late, 


by a great vicoꝛie the French Kinges foꝛtes hath had 
againſt the Duke of Parma which was in this maner.

by the Kings 8 whoſe valour was moze then his 
multitudes, and dzawen on by a mutinie of the french 
companies that were with him, who could not bzooke 
the imperious gonernment ofthe pꝛoud Spaniard, he 
was conffrained to bꝛeake vppe his trench andrefire 
home - ward as well as hee might fo2 his owne fafety. 
Foz though hee had ſundzie Squadꝛons of the French 
that were both the Kings pꝛofeſſed enemies, and of 
the Leagar: yet the French Gentlemen being ſome- 
what haughtie ot themſelues, did with the moze impa⸗ 
tience ſuffer the inſolence of the commaunding and o- 
uer-wening Spaniards. Where vppon the Duke of 
Parma grew offended,and foz that ſpeciall reaſon reti- 
red, as he did manifeſt in a letter ſenf to Mounſieur de 
Villiers gouernour of Roan foz tbe Leager, the con- 
tents whereof are theſe. 
J came to aid vou, but J could not perfozme what 
Z intended, foz that J cannot aſſure my-ſeife of the 
French, who (as Jam not their maiſter, ſo they will 
not obey me, which occaſion mwues me thus ſodain/ 
lie to depart: but J meane to returne againe ſhoztlie, 
with greater fozces and moze ſtrength , and ſuchas 
ſhall obey me. Wherefoze, J pzay you continue ftead- 
faſt;and he ot good comfozt. Pet had there not bene 
- amoze ſpeciall reaſon, happilie he would haue taken 
oꝛder both to haue quieted the French gentlemen, and 
haue gotten moze ſuppites to haue counteruailed the

ſundzy diſeaſes,cſpectally there grew out of their fides 
great ſwellingeslike wens, which going inagaine, 
fraight kild.them,and being dead, their fleſh ſo ſtunk,

The Duke of Parma dꝛiuen thus ko retire, cent be- 
foze him to take vp a conuenient place to lodg his men 
in:ſome 400. hoꝛlemen, and 8co. footmen, but Mount, 
de Longueuille hearing how they marchf, although 
his power was but ſmall; yet vpon a zeale to God his 
Liege and Countrey, with a determined reſolution ſet 
vppon them, and in thozt time, diſcomited them, t put 
all of them to the ſwozd.UWhich-newes being bꝛought 
to the Duke of Parmas eares, hee began ffraight to 
doubt ofhimſelfe,and after conſultation had fo: his bes 
fer ſafetie, hee retreated in one night ſeauen leagues, 
and ſo hee concluded to pale otier the riuer of Soan at 
Amiens, and his companie to get ouer the riuer at A- 
beuille, making ſuch great half, that in * ware left 
behind many Charets and Wlaggens : e place 
four. in ather ſire, and other whiles ten: t Alte munber 
of t 200 — rather peelding fach luggage a p2ay 
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4 
to the enemies then aniemozeof his fozces ſhould bee 
impaired. The King hearing ol the Duke of Parma 
retire, 02 rather ſodaine eſcape (to ſhadowe his flight 
with moꝛe honourable names) leauing Roan ſuffict- 
entlie blockt vp with troupes and men ol reſolution to 
leager it in bis abſence:amongſt whom M ounſieur de 
Giury was one. Then in his owne perſon marcht fozs 
ward after the Duke ol Parma, attompanied with a 
bꝛaue troupe of boꝛſe, with intent to fight with the 
Duke if by any means he might chance to mert him in 
bis ioznep. 

After the Duke thus had made bis retire from No- 
ue Chaſtell, Mounſieur de Vitrey the gouernoz there- 
of peelded both it and himſelfe and all his ſouldiers, to 
tze number ol a hundꝛeth to the mercy and fauour of 
the King, who receiued him with al acuſtomed clemen⸗ 
cie,. Bolide that, molt part of the French Gentlemen 
that were of the Leager, whether toucht in conſcience 
that they ſtriue againft their lawfull Soucraigne , oz 
doubting that God wil ſo ſauour the kings fo2ces that 
bis enemies ſhall goe by the woꝛlt, as daily they doe. 
Well howſoeuer moued J know not, but they make 
cantinuall ſute to the king to haue a paſſepozt to with- 
dꝛaw themlelues to their houſes, p2omiſing neuer to 
beare armes any moꝛe, except it bee in his Maieſties 
ſoritice, and al wayes and in all places to bee ready to 

execute any thing his Pighnes ſhall commaund them: 
but how the king accepts of their ſute, we haue not as 
pet any certains intelligence: where we may note 
that although they haue continued long mutinous a- 
gainſt his Maieſtie, pet at laſt, the touch of their own 
guiltz minds makes them in a tremblinge foꝛme of o- 
dae foʒ fauour at his handes, whome fo con- 
temptuouſfßp, they haue hetherto rebelled againft.

Further when the king was remoued with ſome oe 
his ſoꝛces to follow the Duke of Parma, they of the | 
Faulcon which is a Caſtell ſcituate neere vnto Roan, 
did come foꝛth with two hundꝛeth hozſe, to gene an at- 
tempt vpon the kinges power that was left behinde, 
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euery man pꝛomiſing to himſelfe, large ſpoyles out of | 


the kinges tenfes, but it fell out contrary to their er- 
pectation, foz Monſieur de Giury, being by ſome ſe- 
trete eſpials, fozewarned of this, was not onelp in a 
readineſſe to receiue them, but laide diuers ambuſhes 
focircumuent them, placing ſome ſhotte ſo cunningly 
and cloſely, that they found as ſharpe intertainementg 
as might bee, fo2 the kinges power bzake out vppon 
them befoze- and the ſhot ſo galled the hoꝛſe on the o; 
ther fide, that of two hund2ed, there eſcaped away a- 
line, but ſeauenteene perſons, to the great incourage⸗ 


ment of the kinges part, and the diſmay ol them in 
Roan. Chus doth the Lo2d helpe the cauſe of the righ- 
feous, and bzeakes the iaw-bones of his enemies,and 
bzings his foes fo confuſion, Farewell,

9 * thall find that their ſundꝛie mils 
haps pꝛeſageth their fall to be nere, and that their ſins 
being ripe, w2ath cannot long be deferd. But as Silo, 
fo their pꝛide hall vaniſh like a ſmoke, and their ruine 
ſhall be like the deſtruction of thoſe fiue Citties, wher- 
in fiue righteous perſons could not be found out. The 
wealth of Zy2e,the gloꝛie of Sidon, the pompe of So- 
dom could not ſaue them from incurring the fatal iudg⸗ 
ment of Gods w2ath , becauſe thep had eaten ſower 
grapes, and their childꝛens txth were ſet on edge: ſo 


that they deliucred ſinnes to their poſteritie, and dil 


pleaſed the almightte from generation to generation. 
euen ſo, the Syantards gilden mines, their hauty ſfo- 
mackes, their honoꝛs, their woꝛlolp gloꝛies, no not the 
pꝛaiers of their Cardinals, Abbots, Monks, Fri- 
ars, their Agnus dei, their holy water, ach traſh, 
cannot with- hold the wzath of God from them, white 
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any ſaid, they kicke againſt the pꝛicke, and are mani- 
feſt perſecutoꝛs of his truth and religion, but he dꝛiues 
them on by degrees; to fe&le the daunger of their foze⸗ 
warned deffruction:andto ſhew you an inſtance what 
happened fo them of late, it fell out thus. 

Jn Brittanie the Ring of Spaine had two great Gas 
leaſſes and foure Gallies, the which hee appointed fo 
kepe the ſeas vpon the coalt of Bꝛittanie, and ſo along 
from S. Malo fo Rochel. Of theſe in Nouember lat 
returned into Pozfingall the two Galeaſſes and one 
Galley. Df the thzee Gallies that remained, this that 
was bꝛought into Rochell was the Admirall, this gal- 
ley had fiue and twentie oares of aſide, and to euerie 
dar was chained flue flaues fo row them, and was left 
Admirall foz thoſe which remained behind, Shee bee- 
ing verie wel pꝛouided, both of victuals,ozdinance,and 
other furniture of warre, hauing within her both ma- 
riners e ſouldiers about 500. men, ſome Spaniards, 
others Poztingals, but the greateſt number were of 
Spaine, But their imperious commandings (as the 
Spaniard is moſt inſolent) dzew theſe two nations to 
a ſecret tumult and pꝛiuate mutinie, eſpecially ſeeing 
rancour pet remained in the hearts of the Poztingals, 
fo2 their late abuſe offered fo their king Don Antho- 
nie, and a mozfall hatred fretted the mind of the Spa⸗ 
niard, leaſt the Poztingall might in time make recoue- 
rie of their loſſes. Enuie thus burning in both partes, 
it grew vnto ſuch a controuerſie, that the matter was 
faine to bee taken vp by the chiefe Captaine and other 
pꝛincipall Gentlemen and officers in the ſaide Gal⸗ 
ley. 

The Capfaine being a Spaniard, and his Ancient 
en Boxing » bppon this ſpeciall mutinie that 
grewe th?Mzh vnkno wen grudges, dealt ſo with pers 
| __— reaſons and faire ſpeches , that —_

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them two, they appeaſed the bzawle, and ſet done a 


pꝛeſent ozder foz puniſhingof the chiefe offenders: ſo 


that pzeſently there were hanged thz& Poztingals, to 


the great terrour and affrighting of the reſt. They in 
the Galley , loking when anys of the Spaniardes 
ſhould be hanged foz the ſame offence; but ſieing no ins 


tent meant by the Capfaine, to the puniſhment of the 


Spamard,the Ancient-bearer toke it in verie il part, 
and the moꝛe, that the Captaine vtfered ſome woozds 
of diſgrace againſt the Pozfingals and their king. The 
want of execution, and the oppꝛobꝛious ſpeeches vſed 
to himſelfe and the ſtate of Poztingall, made the Anti⸗ 
ent to murmure, which the Captaine perteiuing, dꝛew 
to Well Idle, there to pꝛouide better foz his ſafetie: but 
the Ancient being as politicke as he was, pzouivently 
pꝛoued to fake occaſion as fitted his turne, ſirſt to deale 
with the Parriners, who were the rather pliant to his 
motion, in that they were Poztingals: ſo that hee wan 
them eaſilie to the reſolute execution of his purpoſe, 
which was fo be reuenged fatally vpon the ſpaniards: 
bauing thus bzought the Marriners to his contented 
determination, he then bzoake with the Turkes, © the 
other ſlaues that were in the Galley, pꝛomiſing them 
their liber tie if they would ſticke ta him, and followe 
bis aduice: the pooze, whom ſeruile bondage had deep- 
lie toꝛmented, beeing in a-ſecond hell vppon earth, and 
glad to bee deliuered from his thꝛaldome, agreed all in 
one ſimpathie ol mind, and ioyfullie pꝛaied and wiſhed 
fo2 fit and conuenient opoztunitie . In this hope if 
ſo fell out, that they came to Bell Ille, accozding vnto 
the cheife Captaines determination, where hee with 
diuers other Spaniards ot moſt — land 


thinking themſelues to bee ſafe when they re there 
ariued, going merrily to their friendes: re frolicke. 
The Ancient careful, taking time by the fozehead, ſee- 
PAY | ing 
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ing the molk of the Spaniards to bes a flpe by weart 
nes of ſome ſeruice: they had befoze deliuered ares vn 
to the llaues which were Turks. Poꝛztingals, french 
men, therewith to vnloſe and b2eake their chaines 
when ſome of the Spaniards perceived that weapons 
were deliuered vnto the ſlaues, they began to be feare- 
ful and ſuſpitious of ſome p2eſent mutinie. But while 
they were in this dumpe, they were pzelcntly ſet vp⸗ 
pon by the Ancient-bearer, Poztingals, Turkes, and 
Frenchmen his confederates, The Spaniards deſpe- 
rate, ſceing flight could not helpe them, ſtucke to their 
fackling,and fought luſtelie: but the Auncient-bearer 
armed with reuenge, buckled himſelfe to the ſkirmiſh 
and though he were ſoꝛe wounded, yet hee flew thꝛee⸗ 
ſcoze perſons, and with the helpe of the ſlaues. put all 
the Spaniards fo the ſwoꝛd, and ſo hoiltng ſailes, bent 
their courſe towardes Don Anthonie their King in 
England; But as they werein this hope , the winde 
came about and ble w contrarie, lo that they were fain 
to put into the bayeof Rochell , On the ſirt day of 
Feb2uarie , where after diſcourſe made of their 
pꝛeſent fztunes, thep were well entertained of the 
French. The Auncient-bearer offering in his name, 
and the reſt their ſeruice to the King in theſe his wars 
againſt the Leagars, graunting in fozme of a fre gift 
their Galley, oꝛdinance, and all other pꝛouiſſon. T be 
barke had ſtoze of 82dinance of great value, in ſo much 
that diuers which wer abwo2don her, ſaid: that ſhe. had 
ſtoꝛe of field pertes, all calf in bꝛaſſe, which were carri- 
ed into Nochell to the Kings vſe. Aboue the reſt there 
was one thing wondꝛous and worth the noting, that 


the Lanthoane that gaue her light, was valued woꝛth 
500. pom and few oꝛ none ſuch beeing ener ſcene in 
Chziſtendontoefoze, it was ginen to the French king 


__ atewell, —_— if the Lanthozne were of ſuch _ 
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the wealth ol the ſhip is moze ealllie to be toniectured. 
Belide ſhe had great ſtoꝛe ot wine and other victuals, 
ſo that it was imagined, that this ſpzing tee ſhoulde 
haue made fo2 new- auen in the riuer of Roan. But 
now ſhe lieth tied within the chains of Rochel, There 
cant out ot her great ſfoze of people, among the which 
were many ſpaniſh women o2 g:offe widowes. Be- 
ſides it is repoꝛted, that in great bꝛauerie the Poztin- 
gall is gone to the French King , and all the Turkes 
and other ſlaues vncammitted and ſet at liberty, to the 
great toy of all god chaiftian hearts, that ioꝝ to heare, 
either the controuerſte oꝛ confuſton of the Spaniards. 
Chus you heare how God delivered the Poztingals 
and poꝛe ſlaues from thꝛaldome by a pꝛiuate mutiny, 
as hee ouerthꝛe w the pꝛide ol Babell, whereby wore-' 
teiue this comfozt,that as G Dcheriſheth his choſen 
people, ſo hee will confound the deuiſes of ſuch as are 
oppoled enemies to his truth and glozis. |
